Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
93/12759) to Mitra et al. 

WO 93/12759 to Mitra et al discloses dental adhesive containing water, acid- 
reactive filler, water-miscible acidic polymer, an ethylenically unsaturated moiety, water- 
soluble reducing agent, water-soluble oxidizing agent and optionally a photoinitiator that 
anticipates the claimed invention. See abstract; the claims and page 8. 
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Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mukai 
et al (USP 5,302,630). 

Mukai et al (USP 5,302,630) discloses a dental adhesive composition comprising 
as the main components (s) a polymer powder obtained by radical copolymerization of 
at least one (meth)acrylate unsaturated monomer containing no carboxyl or anhydride 
group in its molecule, with a silane compound having a polymerizable group in its 
molecule, (b) at least one radical polymerizable unsaturated monomer and (c) a radical 
polymerization initiator which anticipates the claimed invention. See abstract; cols. 1-6; 
the claims.
